were j actually forming the difficulty was not 
overcome. Somebody however suggested that 
pethapi the tfAitrf mitjkt not refute to moot on- 
ward tf all tliest caniritititett tcrre u-'lhdraam. 
This supposition being tested, host* of patents 
ware a wept away. The scientific world found 
that they had been combatting an imaginary 
difficulty, and providing to secure by mechanism 
what was Hied by the great principle, which holds 
the nnrsne together. We irrLafnno that the Mar- 
riage Bill, direated of needless checks end 
precautions, which when really necessary ware 
utterly useless, will afford a full indulgence to 
the tights of conscience and the claims of reli- 
gion. 

The objections to the Bill lhat it recog- 
nises doubtful sects is a mere prejudice and 
inconsistency. The moment a Legislature for- 
sakes the principle of one established Church, 
it is not competent to debate religious doctrinee. 
The most Contemptible or despised sect can- 
not incur more odium than attaches to 
the "historical" bodies— if they are lo give 
one another a character. We entertain ti 
strong a conviction of the importance of 
sound religious views as any legislator, but 
we repudiate for ourselves any standard which 
a Colonial legislature can set up, as the 
form of religious truth. There being then 
confessedly no legal arbiter or legal test, it 
is beneath the dignity of a Council to attack a 
paltry sect, which can novei spread if combatted 
by education and equal laws. 

There Are some gentlemen who are such 
enemies of bigotry that they gro<v perfectly in- 
tolerant whenever it shows itself. The opinion 
that marriage as a State affair is only a civil 
contract wa hare already admitted to be true. 
But we are legLslutino; for a race who for a thou- 
sand years at least, if not longer, Have been ac- 
customed to the intervention of ministers of reli- 
gion. We sea no reason when an alternative is 
offered to those who prefer civil marriage only, 
why the Legislature should ignore the clergy, or 
shut them oat from a recognised office in the 
celebration of matrimony. Who it injured by 
this recognition? We do not think It will 
be asserted that the clergy — even of the most 
distrusted sect — are more likely to connive at a 
violation of the law, than ordinary civil officers, 
often changing, having no other responsibility 
than the penal clauses of the Bill impose. The 
clergy who will many nincty-nins in a 
hundred arc educated men ; men who have an 
tABrtl liu Mtft, and, who will incut both civil 
and ecclesiastical penalties if they deviate from 
legal or moral obligations. When, then, they 
wish to he recognised as celebrating marriage, 
when, with few exceptions, the parties 
to be married decidedly prefer them, 
we see no reason that a met* abstract Idea 
should force the Legis'atur* into another 
course, however theweueaily iru*.

The bill will require . syrtem ofrs^tati 
to make !t operative, We presume it is not 
necessary to say one word in favour of the 
universal practice of civilised countries — all 
eicept one— New South Wales! For this— 
a benefit equally to all denomination!— a public, 
an universal record of births, mnrriages, and 
dcntlis — no necessary expense could be re 
fused by a modern legislature. That such i_ 
measure should be yet unprovided is a mystery 
an d a dis grace. 



Thi Bill introduced into Parliament to repeal 
the Acts now in force relating to the disposal of 
the Watte Lands of the Crown in the Australian 
Colonics, is a measure necessarily consequent upon 
the projected changes in their teve tal forms of 
(jOTotnment. There does not appear to be any 
material controversy aa to th* principle of this 
measure, the discussion having hitherto turned 
upon the point whether it tras proper to sjonfer 
so extensive a power upon a legislative body so 
objectionable in its constitution as the en* sub- 
mitted for the sanction of Parliament. 

The Australian Waste Lands Bill is a very 
abort one, containing only nine clauses. The 
first clause repeals the present Land Saha Act, 
5 and S Victoris, c. 36, and tne Act 9 and 
10 Victoria, c. 104, commonly known as 
the Squatting Act. By ths second, it is declared 
that the proposed Act shell take effect, in New 
South Wales and Victoria, from the respective 
dates of the proclamation in those colonies of 
the proposed Acts authorising the Royal assent 
to be given to the reserved Constitutiati Bills 
passed by their Legir latum ; in Van Ifiwn'g 
Land from th* date of proclamation of the present 
Act by the Qovenwr ; and in South Aus- 
tralia, from the date of proclamation of any 
Constitution Act that may hereafter be passed 
and allowed. The third clause contains a saving 
of the powers vetted in ths Lord, or the Trea- 
sury, and the Land and Emigration Commis- 
sioners, a* regards the appropriation of moneys 
received from the colonies under the provisions 
of the Acts proposed to be repealed. The fourth 
sectioa empower, the Legislatures of Out several 
colonies ia which the repeal of the Crown 
Land 1 -esses Act shall have taken effect, to 
repeal, alter, or amend the Orders in Council au- 
thorised thereby. Th* fifth clause smpowen the 
legislatures of Van Diwnen's Land and South 
Australia, after the respective changes in the 
CoBatitations of these colonies, to regulate by 
any Act or Acts to be patted in the regular 
manner, the sale and disposal of the waste lands 
of the Crown in those colonies, and the disposal 
of the proceeds arising therefrom : the Cleans! 
ie also empowered hy order In Council to sepa- 
rate Norfolk Island from Van Diemen'a Land, 
and to make provision for the government of that 
dependency. The tilth clause saves the opera, 
tion of all existing regulations with regard to 
th* sale and other disposal of the -waste lands of 
the Crown in the four colonies, until their iespec- 
tive legislatures shall otherwise provide. By 
the seventh clause the Utrmxx is empowered to 
make regulations with regard Co the sale, letting, 
disposal, end occupation of the waste lands of 
the Crov n in Western Australia. The eighth 
clause declares that no appropriation which has 
been or shall be made of the proceeds or the 
tale or disposal of the waste lands of the Crown 
in cither of the said colonies shall be invalid, 
by reason of its not having been made in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Acta of Parlia- 
ment thereby repealed. The ninth clause is 
merely one of definition. 

The object of this Act is, in repealing the 
existing Acts relating to the sale and disposal of 
Crown lands, to clear the way for the assumption 
hy the respective colonial legislatures about to 
be called into existence, of the power over the 
same, proposed to be conferred by Parliament. 
This new power will thenceforth take effect 
under and hy virtue of the new Constitution Act 
for each colony, save as to Van Diemen'a Land 
and South Australia, the former of which 
has its new Constitution confirmed and 
allowed, and the Utter has yet to 
exercise its constituent powers. In these two 
colonies the control of the new legislatures over 
the waste lands there in will depend upon the 
fifth clause of the present bill, 

The proposed enactment appeal* to be can- 
ttitutimaUy cor-ect and regular. The eighth 
clause has obviously been framed with exclusive 
reference to Victoria, and to protect its Go- 
vernment ngainst tba failure to appropriate, a 
moiety of the land fund to purposes of immigra- 
tion, in contravention of the terms of the Land 
Act. Both the Constitution BUI and the 
one leave the local lepalatons wholly 
' as to their future manaaramsnt of the

mad there is no nttrktion as to disposal of any 
portion of the proceeds to purposes of immi- 
gration. It will be for each colony to declare 
its own policy. In Victoria, which has latterly 
bssn all potent ia its superior natural advan- 
tages for ihe attraction of population, ths desire 
it t* apply the land fnnd wholly in the improve- 
ment of the COtmtry, through the undertaking of 
public wcrks. In this colony, with the same 
argent need for public improvements, the old 
immigration policy may be the longer clung to 
through the test rapid abtorntion of population, 
owing to less matured facilities for it* diotribu- 
tion, and less powerful local and industrial 
attractions. The point raised by our corret' 
pondent at Melbourne, in hit last published 
communication with reference to the necessity 
of an uniform immigration policy in the entirs 
group of colonies, is well worthy of coniidera- 
tion. It is obvious that the mora attractive 
Held will alwjye have the preeminence, 
and that there must be conjoint 
action in introducing population at the expense 
of the public. The necessity of federal action 
among the colonies for the due nnjuitment of 
population with reference to the industrial re- 
quirements of the several communities ia be- 
coming apparent ; end the nasi, the railway, 
and the steamboat will very tuoti settle the 
question. 

The great benefit to be anticipated from this 
change in the administration of our waste lands 
will be the disembarrsssmcnt of the system from 
e variety of pelty and mischievous details, the 
result of the inflexible application of purely spe- 
culative principles. The 1, anil Sales Ad u na 
essentially an Imperial enactment, framed with- 
out any more than a supposed reference to the 
actual requirements of the colonial com- 
munities, in which everything was sacrificed 
to uniformity of administration, and 
the faculty of self adaptation to actuitl 
circs mttancet was altogether wanting. Tba 
future land policy of these colonies must 
be characterised by breadth and liberality; and in, 
proportion lo the superiority of their land laws 
in these respects will consist their land progress 
as communities. The question will come in 

A LttTTS*, signed "Pit u.ostsAtus," has recently 
been addressed to the Timn newspaper, Ob the 
subject of fortifications, and e pfciafly on that 
system recommended by Mr, Jamks FEnoTrssow 
about six years ago. The matter is so impor- 
tant, and the discussion in this colony has been 
to wide of anything like practical results, that 
wt nro induced to give prominence to the 
writer's opinions. He ssys — 

" At length the siege of Sebastopol must 
have afforded a practical proof to the Queen's 
meet ancient Generals (Horse, foot, and Artil- 
lery) thnt the old bastion system of stsne forti- 
fication is not the only thing possible for de- 
fence. Ab the public are now becoming justly 
anxious to learn how thev ate served in high 
quarter, it would be well to narrate how obsti- 
nately all the military authorttiei and celebrities 
(except that renowned captain, the late Sir 
Charles James Nepter) refused to consider 
those very principles of a system of fortification 
which the Russians have so successful^ adopted 
at Sebnstcpol, when propounded by Mr. James 
Fergutton six years ago. 

" In your article of the 30th ultima the prin- 
ciples advocated by Mr, Ferguson were suc- 
cinctly stated: tli., earthwork for ramparts 
instead of masonry ; many tiers of guns, in lieu 
of single rows of batteries : and as great a 
circular or aurolinoar deviation from angles, in 
the line defended, as compatible with the nature 
of the ground to be maintained. Th-ee views 
were published in 1840, sn d a model of this 
net* system was in the Qieat Exhibition or 
1851. 

" A year later a military professor delirered a 
lecture, at the United Service Institution in 
Scotland Yard, upon this theory of Mr. Fer- 
guson. The comments or Ihe gallant colonel 
were favourable, anil his concluding words 
were, ' I can confidently leave Mr. Fergusson's 
system to work its> own nay to success.' I 
myself well reraembes the conversation which en- 
sued At the termination of the lecture, when no 
leas a genera] than Sir Charlet James Napier, 
standing near the model, observed, ' Well, I do 
not see how it is to be taken, except by block- 
ade.' Notwitb*t*abding lhat high testimony, 
the military professor seems to hare dropped th* 
advocacy or any sueh civil innovations like a hot 
potatee —whether under the influence of the mili- 
tary hierarchy or through the pressure of the 
pipeclay prejudice* of the service ye£ remains in 
mystery. 

" Nothing daunted by old obstruction, Mr. 
Fergusson himself obtained leave to deliver a 
lecture at the United Service Institution on the 
30th of April, 1853, and, after succinctly stating 
his plan of defence, he challenged all comers 
to attack it in detail. A dead pause ensued, 
until Colonel Byket suggested that there 
must he present some engineers who 
could either give opinions, advice, or ideas 
on this subject This bronght up old air Charles 
Ptaley, who waa anxious to pooh-pooh the en- 
tire proposition, for he knew how to settle any 
Ferguaaoa fwt. Yet when asked to condescend 
to ' particulars,' at the Scotch lawyers say, he 
imparted to the audience the novel truths, that 
he was no orator, was growing old. and was not 
so quick as formerly, hut that he would draw up 
his plan of attack for another occasion. To meet 
this svn adjournment took place for a fortnight, 
when Sir Charlet Pasley read his paper. 

" He proposed to attack one section of a 
Fergussioo fort, armed with 1000 guns, in 
five tiers, which vould allow 160 guns to bear 
on his point of attack. To subdue this he 
declared that, with a competent train of mor- 
tars and howitaert, two days' fire would suffice 
to reduce the fire tiers into one single mound! 
The number of guns he required was first 
understood to be one third more than the fort— 
namely, 210; but on a subsequent occasion Sir 
Charles Pasley explained that seventy (70) 
mortars sad howitiers were sufficient for thrice 
that number of guns in a Fergusion fort. 

" The next opponent was Sir Charles's son-
